Cotton 
Program 


The cotton farmers of 
this county now can get 
information on the new 
‘*choice’’ program for up- 
land cotton. It is part of 
the new legislation just 
recently enacted by Con- 
gress. 

The Chairman of the 
Coffee County ASC Com- 
mittee, Roy L. Ellis, in 
a news. release urged 
farmers of this area [to 
learn all the details of the 
program. 

In his statement, Mr. 
Ellis saidthat farmers may 
plant within their domestic 
allotment or their effective 
’64 allotment. If they plant 
within their effective allot- 
ment they will be eligible 
for a price-support loan 
based on 30 cents per 
pound. If they plant within 
thelr domestic allotment, 
they will be eligible for an 
added price-support of 
3 1/2 cents per pound on 
the normal yield of the 
cotton acreage determined 
for their farm. 

There’s a third choice 
whereby farmers may plant 
their effectiv eallotment 


and an additional small 
acreage for export only. 
In this case, the farmer 


could get a loan on all of 
his cotton except that cred- 
ited to the export market 
acreage. 

Farmers who want to 
produce an export market 
acreage will need to filean 
application before June l. 
Complete information isa- 
vailable at the ASCS county 
office.

‘Keep going and I’ll do 
the same!l’’ These were the 
words usually contained in 
the closing paragraph of a 
94-year-old Pennsylvania 
woman’s letters to friends 
and relatives. This nona- 
genarlan kept going and 
doing, and outlived many 
of her less active, seden- 
tary associates who suc- 
cumbed chiefly to heart 
disease. 

From studies made on 
the subject, it is axiomatic 
that inactivity is a con- 
siderable factor in the de- 
velopment of heart disease. 
As a matter of fact, regu- 
lar exercise of sufficient 
intensity may actually re- 
tard the development of 
degenerative damage of the 
heart muscle and maintain 
elasticity of blood vessels. 
Studies made around the 
world on human beings in 
various occupations and 
degrees of activity have 
supported the contention 
that exercise is valuable 
in reducing heart dis- 
orders. 

In a survey including 
three groups of railroad 
workers in the United 
States, death from arterio- 
sclerotic heart disease was 
found to be inversely cor- 
related with the physical 
activity characteristic of 
each type of job; death from 
heart disease was reported 
to claim twice as many 
clerks as section hands; 
and similar were the find- 
ings in regard to drivers 
and conductors on two- 
decker London buses. The 
seated drivers exhibited a 
higher incidence and a 
greater severity of coro- 
nary disease than did the 
conductors who were on 
their feet and were climb- 
ing steps all day in the two 
story buses. 

Reguar exercise of suf- 
ficient intensity appears to 
be of importance in re- 
tarding what has become 
the number one killer in 
the United States - heart 
disease.

Benefits 
Coffee County 


About one out of every 


twelve residents of Coffee 
County is now receiving a 
monthly 


social security 
check according to figures 
released by Harry N, Scott, 
Dothan, social security 


district manager, 


Mr. Scott’s report listed 
number of Coffee 
County beneficiaries as 


2,623 at the end of 1963, 
an increase of 7.6% over 
the corresponding figure 
at the beginning of 1963. 


The dollar benefit amounts 
total more than 
$1,527,072,00 yearly. 

Retired workers arethe 
largest single group of so- 
cial security beneficiaries 
in the County. There are 
1,210 in this group and their 
old-age insurance benefits 
total $70,562.00 monthly. 
The following table shows 
the number and amount of 
the other monthly bene- 
fits paid in Coffee County, 
as of December 3], 1964. 

Beneficiary Group: Re- 
tired Worker; Number of 
Jeneficiaries; 1,210; Total 
of Payments: $70,562.00; 
Wife or Husband, 445, 
$12,145.00; Widow or Wid- 
ower, 226, $11,776.00; 
Mothers and Children, 513, 
$19,874.00; Disabled Work- 
ers and Dependents, 219, 
$12,375.00. 

In releasing the figures, 
Mr. Scott pointed out that 
the social security bene~ 
fits are important to the 
community as wellastothe 
people who receive them. 
‘‘It is a fact,’ he said, 
‘that almost every dollar 
of social security bene- 
fits coming into the County 
is spent each month in lo- 
cal businesses for food, 
clothing, shelter, and other 
essentials. In this way, the 
benefits have a stablizing 
effect onthe local econ- 
omy.”’ 

Mr. Scott’s forecast that 
the number of social se- 


curity beneficiaries will 
continue to increase in the 
future, but at a much 


slower rate than inthe past 
10 years. He said that, na- 
tionally, the social security 
benefit rolls increased 
from about 5 million people 
in 1954 to more than 19 
million at the end of 1963, 
This rapid growth in the 
beneficiary population re- 
sulted from major amend- 
ments tothe Social Security 
Act from 1950 through 1961, 
He cited several amend- 
ments which extended so- 
cial security coverage to 
self - employed business 
and professional men, 
fartners and agricultural 
workers, and other groups. 
As a result, several mil- 
lion people whose work was 
brought under social se- 
curity are now receiving 
benefits. Others qualified 
through amendments which 


needed to get benefits, One 
change -- lowering the age 
at which older people can 
get benefits from 65 to 
62 -- accounts for 1.8 mil- 
lion out of the 19 million 
people now entitled to ben- 
efits, The amendments also 
introduced anew protection 
under social security -- 
disability benefits -- and 
1.5 million disabled work- 
ers and their dependents 
now receive benefits under 
the disability provisions of 
the law.
